A Bill to Ebcocbagi Ekiobatiob. — The 
Wheeling (Va.) Intelligencer says that Mr. 
McCann, the member from Greenbrier county, 
hi s introdnced, in the Senate, a bill to encour- 
age emigration to West Virginia. The bill 
makes it the duty of the Governor to appoint 
tv d commission commissioners of emigration, 
who shall be citizens of the State, one for 
Wheeling, one for Parkeroburg, one for 
Point Pleasant, and one for Grafton, and 
whose duty it shall be to give emigrants 
the necessary information in relation to 
soil, minerals, and climate of the State, 
and the various branches of business adapted 
to tbeir wants aad pursuits, and the most ex- 
pedient and cheapest route by which the emi- 
grant may reach the various parts of the 
S ate, and give such other information as will 
protect the emigrant from the impositions 
Often practised npon them. The bill makes 
it the duty of said commissioners to ascertain 
where lands within the State are held for sale 
Vy the State, corporations, or private persons, 
and to aid as far as possible in the disposal of 
•aid lands to proper persons on moderate 
terms, and for which purpose they shall gither 
and post in a book detailed information in 
relation to such lands, for the benefit of all 
Euch emigrants who may call on him for the 
pntpose of locating in that State.

TREASURY CIRCULAR. 
Tbbascby Pbpabtmbnt, July 3, 18G3. 

Sib: I have received your letter of the 5th 
o' June from Mi mphis, and also those of pre- 
vious dates from Cincimati, relative to the 
colU-ction of abandoned and captured proper- 
ty within the States heretofore declared to be 
in inpurrection. 

In reply, I think it important to direct your 
attemion in the first plate to the general dis- 
tinc Ions under which all property within the 
district under your supervision may bo ar- 
ranged. 

There may be said to be four classes of prop- 
eity in the insurrectioaary region — viz: aban- 
doned, captured, commercial, and confiscable. 

First — Abandoned property is of two de^ 
H rii tions: first, that which haa been deserted 
by the owners; and second, that which has 
btea voluntarily abandoned by them to the 
civil or military authorities of the United 
S a ee. Such property is to be collected or 
received by the special agents of this dopar>- 
ment acd • Id, under the authority of the act 
of ala-ch 12, 1863, and the proceeJs, after de- 
ducting the expenses of transportation aad 
sale, and other expenses attending the col- 
lection and disposition thereof, are to be de- 
posited in the treasury, subject to award by 
the Court ol Claims. Before tttis court, claim- 
ants of such property, or the proceeds therejf, 
have the right, under the act, to prefer their 
claims at any time after the sale, aad before 
the expiration of two years from the close of 
the war. No gurantee can be given to own- 
ers of aba ndoned property in respect to the 
time when, or the persons to whjm, proceeds 
will be paid. 

Second — Captured property is understood to 
be that which has been seized or taken from 
hostile possession by the military or naval 
forces ol the United States, and is to be turned 
over, with certain exceptions named, to the 
special agents of this Department, in accord- 
nnce with the provisions of the act of March 
12, 1883. All properly taken possession of by 
military or naval forces, and turned over to 
special agents, must be regarded as prima facie 
captured property. Such property you will 
receive and direct to be sold, and will cause 
the proceeds to be dep^eited in the Treasury, 
subject to the future award of the Court of 
Claims. 

Captured property which is held as lawful 
prize by the navy is not to be turned over to 
ihe department agents, nor to be in any way 
controlled by them. 

1 bird — Commercial property is that which 
has been or may be sold and purchaeed under 
the license of the President, through permits 
granttd by the officers of the Treasury Depart- 
ment. 

Fourth — Corfiscable property is that which 
helot g ■ to certain classes or persons, as recited 
in the Confiscation act of July IT, 1862, and is 
liable to seizure and condemnation by judicial 
proceedings in the manner prescribed by that 
act. 

Great care must be exercised in properly 
clarifying all property, that the provisions 
of law applicable to each class may be com- 
plied with; and it must be remembered that 
with the property included in this fourth 
class, unless found deserted and abandoned, 
Ihe agents of the Treasury Department have 
no authority to interfere. The execution of 
the Confiscation act is confided, by its ex- 
press terms, to the President by whom ihi 
Attorney-General has been charged wilh the 
direction of all seizures and proceedings under 
it. 

It must 1 e remembered, also, that all prop- 
er v ct ming from insurrectionary districts in o 
loyal States, or in reversed direction, or trans- 
ported within or toward insurrectionary dii- 
tricta, in contravention of law or departmental 
regulations, is forfeited or forfeitable; and that 
it is the duty of the agents of this dspartment, 
as well as of other proper officer ', to enforce the 
forfeitures thus iacurred; but the properly thus 
forfeited or forfeitable must not be confodnded 
with confiscated or confiscable property, which 
is to be proceeded againat and diaiioaeel ot un- 
der the act of July 17, 1862, or with prize prop- 
erty captured by the navy, and subject to dis- 
position under the direction of prize commia- 
aioners and courts. 

In respect to property embraced in the first 
class, namely, abandoned property, let me be- 
gin by saying that it waa not intended, by the 
injunction in our former lotter to encourage 
voluntary abandonment by proper aoaurancea, 
to sanction any other assurances than that the 
property voluntarily abandoned should be 
faithful * disasued of under the law, so as to 
tecure aa far aa practicable ia the existing con 
dition of the country, the righta of ownera. 
No authority waa given, er intended to be 
given, to agents to make any promises of spe- 
cial immunities or advantages not specified in 
the law. 

In respect to both descriptions of abandoned 
property, whether found deserted or volunta- 
rily abandoned, the law authorizes the pay- 
ment of such expenses as mutt necessarily be 
incurred in its collection, or receipt and dispo- 
sition. 

You will, therefore, pay all auch expenses, 
including fees, taxes, freights, storage, charges, 
labor, and other necessary expenses, out of the 
general fund arising therefrom, being careful 
to avoid aU useless or indiscreet expenditures, 
and to charge each particular lot or parcel 
w.th the specific or proportionate amount of 
expense pei taming to it, and, unless unavoid- 
ably presented, to take vouchers therefor, to 
be filed with the account of sales in this de- 
paitment. 

Where property is linble to be lost or de- 
stroyed 'n eousequence of its location being 
unknown to t e special at.e<ita, or from other 
(.•uses, and ) artics propose for compensation 
to collect and deliver it into the hands of the 
agents of this department, at points to be de- 
signated by them, you may contract for the 
collection and delivery thereof, on the best 
possible terms, not exceeding twenty five per 
cent of the proceeds of the property, which 
per centage must be full compensation for all 
expenses of whatever character incurred ia 
collecting, preparing, and deliveriig such 
property at me points indicated. Prior t> any 
contract being entered llio, each parly pro 
posing must submit, in writing, a statement, 
as near as may be. giving the kind and amount 
of property proposed to be collected, the loca- 
tion wnence to be obtained, and all the facts 
and circumstances connected with it, particu- 
larly as to its ownership; and any contract 
made in pursuance ol this authority will be 
restricted either to the collection and delivery 
of particular lots at named localities, which 
is preferred, or when circumstances clearly 
justily, to the general collection and delivery 
of all abandoned property in limited districts, 
not gieater, in any case, than one parish or 
county, and not mcre.lhan one district to be 
assigned to one contractor. 

Before payment to any contractor for ser- 
vices in fulfilment of any coLtracts made in 
the pursuance of this authority, a boad equal 
to the amount stipulated to be paid mast be 
given by him, indemnity ing the United States 
against all claims to the property delivered on 
account of damages by trespass or otherwise, 
occasioned by the act or connivance of the 
contractor; and against all claims that may 
arise on account of expenses incurred in the 
collection, preparation, and transportation of 
said property to the points designated in such 
contract. 

Should cases arise justify Kg, in your opin- 
ion, the allewaace of a larger pir centage 
than that herein anthorized, you will refer 
such cases to this department, accompanied by 
statement of the facts and circumstances con- 
nected therewith, together with such views 
and opinion" of your own aa you may think 
propir to submit for my consideration. 

If property of a perishable nature is toand 
abandoned, and its immediate sa'e is required 
by Ihe interests of all concerned, it may be 
difpowd of aa provided for by the act of March 
12, 1863. You will aim to mitigate, as far as 
possible, and will in no caae do anything 
avoidable to augment the calamities of war. 

In relation to captured property you will 
observe the same directions, as tar as they may 
be applicable, as to its receipt and subsequent 
disposition, as are prescribed in relation to 
abandoned properly. 

In relation both to captured and abandoned 
property, you please remember that no release 
must be granted to persons claiming owner- 
ship of property which has come to the pos- 
seesion of the agents of the department as 
abandoned, captured, or forfeited; nor must 
any permits be prauted to individuals to re- 
move such property; nor must personal favors, 
in Jany case, be extended to one individ- 
ual or party rather than to another; nor 
must any liabilities be assumed or con- 
tracts made on the part of ihe United Slates 
not clearly warranted by law and the depart- 
ment regulated in pursuance of law. 

In case furniture, or other movable property 
of like character, is abandoned or captured, 
you will cause it to be retained and left on 
the premises where fonnd whenever it can be 
done with safety; otherwise, if practicable, 
and not attended with too great cost, you will 
have it safely stored and properly markei and 
numbered, and report the fact*) to this depart- 
ment and await further directions. 

Your principal embarrassments will doubt- 
less be from questions relating to properly of 
the third class, or commercial property. 

The general purposes which, under the acts 
charging me with the regulation of the re- 
stricted commercial intercourse permitted by 
Ihe President, I have kept steadily in view, 
have already been sufficiently explained iu 
general regulations and in letters. 

They may be briefly stated thus — F>r3t to 
allow within districts in insurrectionary 
States when the authority of the Uovernme it 
is so completely re established, in the judg- 
ment of the commanding general, to warrant 
it, and between such districts anl loyal States 
the freest commercial intercourse cotnpaiahle 
with prevention of supplies to persons within 
rebel lires. Second, to allow beyond such 
districts, but within the lines of our military 



occnpation, such intercourse, sanctioned by 
the commanding general, as may be required 
to supply the inhabitants with necessaries, 
but to allow no other until the complete re- 
estal.ishment of the national authority shall 
warrant it; and third, to allow no intercourse 
at all beyond the Federal and within the reb- 
el lines of military occupation; across these 
liaes there can be no intercourse except that 
of a character exclusively military. 

Tte limits of the districts within which the 
most general trade may be allowed must 
necessarily be prescribed by the commandiug 
generals of departments, and these should be 
bo clearly and distinctly marked by known 
geographical boundaries, or by the enumera- 
tion of counties, as to leave no uncertainty as 
to their course or comprehension. The limits 
of the regions within which necessaries may 
be sapplied cannot be so clearly defined, but 
must be ascertained as well as possible from 
the commanding generals, and the power to 
permit any supplies within them must be ex- 
ercised with great caution. 

Tt ere does not seem to me to be so much 
danger in intercourse which does not involve 
the furnishing of supplies. If, for example, 
any person desires to bring cotton, tobacco, 
sugar, turpentine or other proporty, already 
purchased or to be purchased for money only, 
rem any place within the lines of our military 
occupation, I can sec no objection to his being 
permitted to rJo so, subject to the fees and ob- 
ligations specified in me general regulations, 
on his giving a bond in a sufficient sum, and 
with sufficient sureties, conditioned that no 
military, naval or civil officers or persons pro- 
hibited, by law or by orders of the President 
or of the Secretaries of War or Navy, or of 
military or naval commanders having proper 
authority, from being interested in such pro- 
perty whether purchased or to be purchased, 
shall be so interested therein. Intercourse 
such as this might, it seems to me, be safely 
permitted, almost, if not quite, co-extensively 
wi'h our lines of military occupation. 

Shsnld this view meet the approval of the 
gener.il commanding the department within 
yonr ag. ncy, the question of intercourse with- 
in the doubtful region between what may bo 
culled the commercial and the military line 
would be reduced to a question of the quan- 
tity of supplies al'owcd to be furnished for 
money. 

It is impossible at once to arrive at the best 
possible ways of accomplishing the great ob- 
jects which Congress had in view in the sev- 
eral acts idating to commercial intercourse; 
but if these objects themselves be kept steadi- 
ly in view, namely: First, non intercourse 
between lo)ul Slates or districts and States or 
districts controlled by insurgents; and second, 
modified intercourse between loyal States or 
districts and States or districts partially re- 
gained to the Union, the ,best modes of ac- 
complishing them will gradually disclose 
themselves. You will diligently observe the 
course of events, and hear attentively all sug- 
gestions made by respectable and loyal citi- 
zen.-, and report to me whatever may seem to 
you proper for consideration in establishing 
or modify icg the regulations of thi< depart- 
ment. 

Nothing occurs to me as needing to bo now 
added, ex:ept that hereafter the supervising 
special agents within their respective agen- 
cies may establish, in conjunction with, or 
obedience to, the generals commanding de- 
partments, lines within which trade, more or 
less limited, may be carried on without await- 
ing my sanction, taking care however, to give 
as general notice as practicable, through the 
pre>e and otherwise, of the establishment or 
modification of such lines. All action under 
this authority must be immediately and spe- 
cifically reported to the department.

Camp Wildcat. J 

In almost every paper that finds its way to 
the heights of Camp Wildcat I notice commu- 
nications from various regiments; yet, "re- 
markable'' ae our regiment, the 24th, is, I 
scarce ever Bee a word from it. Whether it is 
beeenae we have no one to write, or becauae 
the editors will not publish for them, I cannot 
tell; but I am sure that some of us, at least, 
have friends who feel interested to know 
scnietbing of our whereabouts and what we 
are doing. For the benefit of those solicitous 
for our welfare I take pleasure in saying that 
ever siDce the 13th of May we have occupied 
the heights of the celebrated Camp Wildcat, 
situated in Laurel county, Ky., just two miles 
np the hill from Rockcastle river, and at least 
twelve miles from any where else. This is the 
same place where Zollicoffer met so signal a 
defeat in the fall of '61. Guess he will not 
disturb us during our stay here, unless his 
ghoBl, in its nocturnal wanderings, should 
chance to corse this way and haunt our dreams, 
and so disturb our sleep. 

As I have now represented our situation 
here as being se inconvenient in regard to its 
connection with other places, I must also say 
that it is not altogether without its advan- 
tages, the first of which is its good location 
for health. This we regard the more import- 
ant at present as we have been lying still so 
long, snd of course are more liable to be over- 
taken by disease while in camp than on the 
march; hut the particular advantage which 
this camp has over any other iu regard to 
health is that disease in its progress pursues a 
straightforward course, and as there is no 
ttraipbt coarse to this place at all, you see 
disease caa't find us, and the consequence is 
w« are enjoying the best of health, and aan 
entertain no fears of a visit from disease 
while here. The second advantage ot this 
position is that there is nothing hereto induce 
the enemy to attack the pkjee. The third 
advantage is the natural strength of the posi- 
tion, that, in case an attack should be made, 
a tmall force may eontend successfully against 
quite a superior force. 

With tha above advantages of position, t> 
gether wi.h the variout sports to which we 
have almost unlimited access (such as fishing, 
hunting eojurj&Ja, wild sees. A •.„ we can en- 
joy ourselves remarkably. But some might be 
curious to know how we live in this incon- 
venient place. Well, we have a regular regi- 
mental train that winds iis way to Mt. Ver- 
non and back every five days, and brings us a 
good supply of army rations; then, as I hive 
already intimated, we catch a good mauy 
fish, kill some squirrels, and occasionally find 
a bee-tree and get some wild honey, and the 
citizens, who live I can't tell where, bring as 
light-bread, butter, milk, pies, honey, and the 
like; so that we can desire no better living 
than we have at Wildcat. 

As for news, there is none here; all is quiet 
in this sectiom TYRO. 

Nrobo Soliubbs Bohss-whipi'ISO Woiti 
Mhh ht Obdik op mam Coloksl — On tha 
^!0th slay, at Miliken's Bend, in Louisiana, 
situated on the Mississippi River, two Federal 
soldiers (white men) were met by two negroes, 
now Federal soldiers; their camps commenc- 
ing at the Bend and extending as far up the 
river as Lake Providence. The negroes asked 
the white men to take a driuk with them, 
when one of the white men, considering him- 
self insulted, gave the negro a sound thrash- 
ing. After he bad left, the negroes com- 
plained to their Colonel, Shepard, commaud- 
ing the negro forces on the river, and acting 
Brigadier-General at tha time, who told them 
to go and get this soldier, and lie him to a 
tree and whip him within an inch of his life. 
Three of them returned and stated that they 
could not find the oue that bad done the fight- 
ing, bat found the friend who was wilh him 
at the time, and who had done all he could to 
prevent bis friend from fighting the negro. 
Tbey took this innocent white man, of com- 
pany A, 10th Illinois Cavalry, and tied him 
to a tree, and with a Government wagon 
whip, platted three deep, inflicted upon his 
leick twenty-four strokes; the first negro 
stinck twelve licks, the second negro six 
licks, and the third negro six licks, each draw- 
ing the blood freely from the poor white man. 
His Lieutenant, being informed of the case, 
came to his rescue and cut him loose. 

When the white soldiers beard of this they 
threatened to take this Colonel Shepard(white 
man) of the Eleventh Louisiana Regiment of 
negroes, and bang him, but were prevented 
from doing so by some gentlemen, who told 
them that tbey had better lay their grievances 
before General Grant, who would do them jus- 
lite. They consented to do so. The officers 
in command of the cavalry company went 
down the river to see General Grant. On 
their way they had to stop at Young's Point, 
where Brigadier-General Sullivan was in com- 
mand of the post. Ue, being informed of the 
fact, ordered the arrest of Colanel Shepard on 
his own responsibility, and forwarded the pa- 
pers to General Grant, who approved of Briga- 
dier-General Sullivan's course, and ordered 
a court of inquiry on the ease. There will be 
a rourt-mnrtial, and no doubt Col. Shepard 
will be dismissed from the^ervice; but what 
satisfaction wsll that be w the poor white 
man? They saw that they inclined to hang 
him anyhow. This Shepard is from Bosiob, 
Massachusetts. He remarked, after the affair, 
to the engineer of the steamboat Thomas J. 
Pattin, in my presence, ' that the while men 
weie becoming so insolent that tbey could not 
put up with them, and thai he intended to fix 
General Sullivan for arresting him." The 
affair has created a great deal of excitement 
among all; but tbfy will try and keep the 
papers from getting it, and I want you to pub 
J is b it in your paper; therefore I send it to you. 
I would say mare, but cannot. Vicksburg 
bas not yet fall' n. Giant is receiving rein- 
forcement alm'^t daily.

We have read of the first prayer offered in 
the Continental Congress, and of the sublimity 
and tbe impressiveness ot the sceue, as the as- 
simbled body knelt while Jehovah was 
praised for the workings of His providence in 
ordaining freedom to America. 

Independence Square yesterday saw a sijht 
emulating it in solemn grandeur, and present- 
ing aspectacle never before witnessed — never 
may again. Tbe tidings of the progress of the 
Union armies brought it about. Wbeu first 
promulgated, a large number of the members 
of the Union League met coincidently at the 
League rooms. The throng increased until 
the place was nearly filled. Everybody had 
left their places of business, and the meaa- 
bers instinctively sought the League house 
for mutual congratulation. 

It was proposed that something more than 
an informal recognition of so bountiful a bless- 
ing ot victory should be made, and the gen- 
tlemen present took steps to make it. Birg- 
feld'a band of forty-six instruments was se- 
cured, and ~with this as its lead the Union 
League, headeei hy the Rev. Kingston God- 
dard and Rev. Dr. Brainerd, moved down 
Cbestuut street to Independence square, keep- 
ing step to tbe glad strains of national airs 
that have been familiar since the dear days of 
youth's earliest dreams. 

As the end of the line reached the square, 
all uncovered. The line filed to right and 
left, when Hon. Charles Gibbons ascended the 
steps of Independence Hall. The concourse 
of people that now poured into the square was 
thousands in number. They spread over a 
surface beyond earshot of the loudest enunci- 
atior. 

Mr. Gibbons made a brief address. He said 
that this day the beginning of the end is iu 
view. The rebels are losing their strong- 
holds, the cause of the Union is approaching 
its final triumph. He drew a picture of what 
we were as a natioa, what we are, and what, 
in God's providence, we shall be. He spoke 
briefly and to the point, but was so over- 
whelmed with cheers that we failed to catch 
his speech as be uttered it. 

Rev. Dr. Brainerd now bared his head, and 
instinctively — we believe reverently, as by 
an intuitive impulse — every man present was 
uncovered. A hush fell npon the densely 
crowded assemblage as the hand of the reve- 
rend doctor was raised, and aa invitation 
given to the multitude to follow him in rea- 
oering 'hunks to Heavea for its many mercies, 
and tor trowning the arms of tho countrr 
wilh victory. 

Amid more profound silence, we verily be- 
lieve, than an equal number of people evor 
kept before, Dr. Brainerd gave pra se. He 
thanked tbe Almighty for the victories that 
were new crowning our arms. He had chas- 
tened us in His displeasure, and alike ia that 
chastening as now in the blessing upon our 
woik he recognized the hand of tae Omnipo- 
tent. He implored the Divine blessing upon 
the country and its people — that religion 
and truth and justice might take the place ot 
piide and arrogance and vain glory, and that 
this people might recognize in every event of 
life the ruling of Divine power. He prayed 
for the President and Cabinet; for the con- 
tinued success of our arms, and for the resto- 
■ ation of our national unity; for liberty of 
the oppressed; for freedom to worship God 
everywhere, and for the coming of lhat day 
when His kingdom shall extend over ihe 
wbols certh. 

Whtn at tbe close of bis prayer the Chris- 
tian minister pronounced the word "Amenf. 
the whole multitude took up tbe Greek dis- 
sjllable, and as with one mighty voice, re- 
echoed it, reverently and solemnly, "Amen! ' 

While this prayer was being offered, the band 
silently disappeared. As the final word of the 
supplication was pronounced, a strain of sa- 
cred music burst from overhead. The band 
had ascended to the State House steeple, and 
there played with effect that no tongue can 
adequately describe, the air of Old Hundred, 
written by Martin Luther teyo centuries ago. 
Spontaneously a gentleman mountrd a post, 
and started the melody to tbe words: 

"Praise God from whom all blessings flow." 

The whole maltilude caught it up, and a 
doxology was sung with a majesty that Phila- 
delphia never before heard. Every voice 
united. Tbe monster oratorios that we have 
heard, with a vocal chor.is of three hundred 
singers, dwindled into insignificence in com- 
parison to it. Rev. Dr. Goddard then pro- 
nounced the benediction, and the vast au li- 
eace again covered themselves and slowly dis- 
persed. Tbe whole scene was remarkable. 
It was a touching illustration of tbe fact that 
down deep in every man's heart, no matter 
what may be tbe utterances of his lips, or his 
daily walk and conversation, there is a recog- 
nition of the fact that the Lord reignetb. 

OONPKDEUATE CASUALTIES AT LBBA50H.

I send you the enclosed list of Confederate 
casualties in the engagement here on the 5tb 
inBt. It is currently reported and generally 
believed that the Confederate loss will exceed 
two hundred in killed and wounded, of which 
fifty were killed. Twenty five have been 
fonnd dead on the ground, and rumor alleges 
that four wsgon loads of killed and wounded 
wire removed while our forces were prison 
ers. 

The following list, however, places the mat- 
ter beyend cavil as far cs the parties herein 
mentioned are concerned, viz:

Waibr as Fibl. — It is quite a common 
belief lhat water, thrown on a fiercely-raging 
fire, acts as fresh fuel to the flames, and makes 
the fire hotter. A little consideration of the 
nature of water, and tbe laws of combustion, 
will show that this belief is an error. Water, 
for neutralizing heat, is far more efficient than 
any other substance. Thirteen poinds of 
water, at 212° Fahrenheit, io changing into 
steam, will prnctica'.ly extinguish all the heat 
from the burning of a pound of coal. A ther- 
mometer placed in tbe steam will not be raised 
a siagle degree, although, in fact, heat enough 
is generated from the burning coal to melt 
nearly ten pounds of cast iron. Nothing will 
I utoul fire as water does. But it is said that 
water may be decomposed, bul not in such a 
v. ay that the oxygen of the water can assist 
in the burning of its hydrogen. The sepa- 
ration of the elements of water requires 
and eoLiumes a great beat; tbe oxygen of tbe 
water combines with its equivalent of carbon, 
and so much carbon is, in effi ct, t»ken from 
tbe fire and products no heat. When tho 
wattr is thus aeiomposed an equivalent of 
Lydri'gtu simply takes the place of its equiv- 
ali nt of carbon, and gives out in burning pre- 
cisely the same amount of heat as is attainable 
from the carbon. Of course, as hydrogen is a 
pas end carbon is a solid, the decomposition 
ol water in a charcoal fire would give a flame 
wbere otherwise there would be none. Now, 
it ihi se tacts be put together, we arrive at the 
prat ticU conclusion that if water be thrown 
on a fire, in the first place a great deal of heat 
will be consumed in converting the water into 
stesm; and, in the second place, that if any of 
the steam is decomposed by the hydrogen set 
fite, it will be at the expense of ia equivalent 
ol carbon, and can, in burning, produce no 
more heat tt en the ce.rbon.

Cincinnati, July 14. 

A special to the Commercial dated Cairo, 
July 13, says: 

I left Vicksburg on the morning of the 9th. 
On the 6th the rebel prisoners drew rations 
for 32,540 men. This includes officers, men, 
and servants, sick and wouuded. 

The rebel soldiers are making efforts to get 
away and return to their homes; bit General 
Grant cannot, according to tbe terms of sur- 
render, treat them as deserters, and he agreed 
to parole them all and send them out of his 
lines. 

Pemberton applied to Grant for a Federal 
guard to force all Confederate soldiers to leave 
Vicksburg as prisoners of war. Grant refused, 
and ordered Gen. Logan to take charge of all 
thoee who refused to go out with Pemberton. 
They will be disposed of when tho captured 
army leaves tbe tewn. 

Several hundred men from tbe Louisiana 
brigade crossed the river in stolen yawls and 
skiffs as soon as they were paroled, swearing 
they would never fire another gun for the rebs 
but would go home and stay there. 

Tbe MisaisaippianB say they will mutiny aa 
scon as they get beyond our lines, and then 
will return to Vicksburg and give themselves 
up. There will be nothing but officers' side- 
aims to quell the mutineers. 

Ob the otb Admiral roller received a des- 
patch from Port Hudson that Gardner and 
Banks were parleying about capitulation. Fos- 
ter was momentarily expected. 

The Gen. Price, from Port Hudson, has ar- 
rived and brings news of the surrender of that 
place. BankB needed no reinforcements. 

Albert Gallatin Brown, formerly V. S. Sen- 
ator from Mississippi, was taken by our cav- 
alry at his residence in Copiah counly some 
days since, ne was conveyed to Snyder's 
Bluff, where bo took the oath of allegiance. 

General Prentiss reports having buried 415 
rebels after the fight at Helena. Their bss in 
wounded will exceed 1,700. 

Washington, July 1J, 4 P. M. 

Nothing from Meade's army to-day. The 
rain has been falling in torrents during twen- 
ty-four hours. Its effect on the Potomic must 
be such as to reader Lee's building bridges al- 
nioet an impossibility. 

Baltimore reports are circulating here that 
Lee baa successfully crossed. He commenced 
Friday night, and finished yesterday morning. 
It is not believed. 

Washington, July 13. 

Intelligence to-day from the Upper Poto- 
mac presents further advices to the effect that 
the rebels are still retreating over the river, 
leading to tbe belief that they have communi- 
cation across the Potomac above Williams- 
port, near Conochcgue creek. A very heavy 
rain storm, which has prevailed here to-day, 
did not reach the region of the army. To-day 
it is not thought a battle is so imminent as has 
been thought for several days. 

Cincinnati, July 14. 

Morgan's forces crossed Big Miami at Ven- 
ice last night and burned the bridge behind 
them, passing through Burlington and Spring- 
dale. They crossed ihe Hamilton and Dayton 
Ra'lroad at Glendale at 6 this morning, mov- 
ing toward Camp Denaisson. 

Tt is not known that any damage was done 
at Glendale or to the Hamilton and Dayton 
road. Telegraphic communication is still 
open with Hamilton. Morgan's men are re- 
ported as much jaded, and will have to rest 
soon. 

Six of Morgan's men were captured at Mil- 
ford, Clermont county, on Sunday night, aid 
four more at New Boston. 

The Commercial says Mr. Wm. Swiuton, of 
ihe the New York Times, arrived last night, 
direct from Rasecrans' headquarters. 

The main body of Bragg s army retreated 
from Chattanooga to Atlanta. The presump- 
tion is .that tbe bulk of his forces have been 
sent to Richmond to garrison that place. 

Kosecrans bos taken four* thousand prison- 
ers during his lata forward movement. Our 
army is in high spirits and splendid condition. 

Tbe Commercial has Vicksburg advices to 
the 8tb. Gen. Grant had finished paroling 
the rebel prisoners. Tbe number is thirty-one 
thousand two hundred and seventy-seven. 

Tbe general officers caotured include Lieu- 
tenant General Pemberton, Major Generals 
Stephenson, Forny, Rowen, and Smith, Briga? 
dier Generals Lee, Taylor, Herbert, Cum- 
mings, Burton, Sharp, Louis, Moore, Baldwin, 
and Baugb. 

Immediately after the surrender of Vicks- 
burg Gen. Sherman moved in the direction of 
Big Black river with a large army. On the 
following day he met Johnston drawn up in 
line of battle. A sanguinary engagement look 
place resulting in Johnston's defeat, and the 
capture of two thousand prisoners. 

Gen. Frank Blair is reported in possession of 
Jackson. 

A rumor was in circulation that Port Hud- 
son surrendered to Banks on the 5th with 
18,000 prisoners. 

Cincinnati, July 14—0 A. M. 

Morgsn's forces reached Miamiville on ths 
Little Miami road this morning, and tore up 
the track, and fired iato the accommodation 
train coming west The train pit back to 
Loveland. 

Niiw York, July 14. 

The tiot is still raging. Gov. Seymour has 
just telegraphed to Albany for all the military 
thai can be rtised acd sent hero. 

Indianapolis, July 13. 

A terrible accident occurred here this even- 
ing. While the 12th Michigan battery was 
marching through the streets a caisson ex- 
ploded, instantly killing two artillerists and a 
driver on the rear horse. A boy who was 
walking on the street at the time was mortal- 
ly woucded, and baa since died. 

A euspicious character, supposed to be one 
of Morgan's spies, was arrested here yester- 
day. 

Dbtroit, July 14. 
A destructive fire occurred at Bay City, 
V ithipen, on Sunday ovening. A large por- 
tion of the town is reported to be in ruins. 
No particulais. 

Nsw York, July 14. 
Suterintendent Kennedy was badly if not 
fiitatly injured. About 7 P. M. yesterday a 
cn wd gatbend around tbe Tribune office and 
COSUlicnCtd yelling, and a few men attacked 




and gutted the publication office, but were 
dispersed by the police after firing a few shots. 

Bcffalo, July 14. 

This city is filled with rumors segarding 
the New York riot, but cannot be traced to 
any reliable source The telegraph Hues to 
New York are still Interrupted, and no re- 
port can be got except from newspapsrs car- 
ried by tbe railroad to Albany.

Tim Ligioh or DiriKCE. — The enrolment 
of our citizens is now complete; all loyal 
men have voluntarily come forward, and 
those who so far sympathize with treason as 
to skulk when they are asked to arm to repel 
its invasion will, we are happy to say, soon 
have an opportunity of working on the forti- 
6cations to be erected for the perfect defence 
of our city. Such exercise will prove health- 
ful and useful as well as ornamental. We 
have a right to be proud of the alacrity which 
has marked our popular movement. N* 
sooner had General Boyle made the call upon 
the patriotism of Louisville than it met a 
response which shows how truly the Union 
sentiment and love for the country pervade 
every honest heart The result proves that 
our city can protect itself. We have now 
fully six thousand men under drill within its 
limiu, and nearly the same number are serv- 
ing as volunteers ia the armies of the Union. 
We have therefore a force which could "laugh 
a siege to scorn." 

The Special Order No. ICO from Gen. Boyle, 
which is published in this paper, should at- 
tract the observation of all. Certain officers 
are detailed to give exemptions from military 
or drill duty to aliens, non-residents, and for 
disability. We hope, however, that our alien 
citizens generally, who have enjoyed the pro- 
tection of our laws, have not hesited to enroll 
themselves for service in case of imminent 
peril to the city. One portion of this order 
requires particular attention, and that is the 
duty enjoined upon officers to report all who 
have neglected to enroll themselves. When 
this is done, we shall see a fatigue party in 
earnest, and its members can expect no sym- 
pathy or compassion from the truly loyal. 
We congratulate Gen. Boyle upon the splen- 
did band he has improvised. His declaration 
of martial law, like the whistle of Roderick 
Dhu, " has garrisoned the glen." Should he 
be called upon to lead them to the field, we 
feel every confidence that tbey will be found 
as brave as they have been prompt at his call.

And 
very shortly after our neighbor raised the 
question we brought forward both of these 
reasons in support of this view. We beg to 
reproduce here a part of what we then said 
touching each of the reasons. 
Touching the former reason, we said: 
Our neighbor of the Democrat wants to stop 
the war by withholding men and money. 
Waiving now the illegitimacy of such a 
course, where the stopping of the war on the 
part of the Government must result in national 
dismemberment aod death, we ask our neigh- 
bor, who has no scruples on this head, to tell 
us how he would go about withholding men 
and money. Enough of both are granted by 
existing laws to sustain the war unto the 
closing hours of the present Administration. 
Would our neighbor forcibly resist the execu- 
tion of these lawB er of any of them? If not, 
how would he attempt to withhold men and 
money or either? "If a thing can be done,'' 
as Webster said to Hayne, "an ingenious man 
can tell how it is to be done." We wish our 
neighbor would apply his ingenuity to the 
solution of this problem. He has told us 
what he would do. Now let him tell us 
haw he would do it. 

But our neighbor did not tell us, never open- 
ing his mouth on tbe subject until now, when 
he acknowledges that the thing can' tbe done. 

Touching the latter reason, we said in a 
subsequent article: 

Our neighbor talks about the willingness of 
tke "Southern Rights men" to "accept the 
Democrat's platform." The language of our 
neighbor is adapted to create an erroneous 
impreesien. The "Southern Rights men" have 
not accepted "the Democrat's platform", but. 
on the coatrary, the Democrat has accepted 
the platform of the ' Southern Rights men". 
The secessionists did not "accept the Demo- 
crat's platform"; they made it. The Demo- 
crat accepted it. Let the sequences of history 
be vindicated. The "Democrat's platform" is 
simply the latest of that series of masked 
platforms which the secessionists of Kentucky 
have devised and adopted in the pursuit of 
their ever-baflled yet unwavering purpose to 
force or entrap the state into the rebel con- 
federacy. And in one single particular at any 
rate the platform is artfully contrived. If 
it could be executed, it would uadoubt- 
edly accomplish the purpose. Stop the 
supplies of our army, and a necessity will 
arise at once for the withdrawal of our army 
from the field, leaving the rebel legions to 
surge up to the line of the Ohio, submerging 
Kentucky beneath the bitter waves of the 
rebel despotism. Such would be the inevi- 
table etlect of the execution of th» platform. 
The secessionists of Kentucky have never de- 
vised a platform intrinsically better fitted to 
the satanic end they have been steadily pur- 
suing from the first. But the platform, on ac- 
count of the plentiful lack of secession strength 
in the loyal States and in Congress, cannot be 
exrented, though, like every other secessiou 
scheme that ever has been or ever can be de- 
vised, it may count with certainty on the aid 
of the abolitionists. The difficulty is happily 
that the platform can count on no other aid. 
There is not a Northern Democrat of any de- 
scription who endorses the platform. It is so 
purely and openly secession that it falls still- 
born in the national arena. As a general 
platform it is a miserable abortion 

But it doub less has vitality as a local plat- 
form, commanding, as it does, the hearty 
support of the whole secession element of 
Kentucky, with tbe prospect more or lets 
encouraging of insnaring the support of doubt- 
ful Union men; and it is especially as a local 
platform that it is designed by its authors to 
aid tbe cause of the rebellion. The design is 
to sugar coat the platform with men who 
heretofore have acted as members of the Union 
party, ann, taking advantage of the absence 
of forty thousand Union men in the field to 
seize possession of the state government' bv 
election, and afterwards wield the govern- 
ment, as events may dictate, for the promo- 
tion of Um rebel cause. Such is unquestiona- 
bly the design. We, however, by no mean3 
acc use our neighbor of having any original 
part ,n .his design. We do not accise him of

Be llh is as it may, however, the design of 
the secc-cJion leaders of the state is plainly 



such as we have stated it. This fact is unde- 
niable. And this is tbe important fa-rt in the 
case. Let all whom it concerns weigh it well. 

This injunction we now earnestly renew. 
It hat. but gathered new and more startling 
consequence from the weeks that have inter- 
vened. 

We need not add in view of whu' we have 
just quoted and of the whole course of the 
discussion on this subject, that, although the 
question of withholding supplies as a mera 
question of withholding supplies is not at 
present a practical one, the question as a party 
device in Kentucky, laying aside the intrinsic 
disloyalty of the measure, is fearfully practical, 
involving nothing less than the peace and dig- 
nity and welfare of the Commonwealth, if 
not tbe very existence of the Republic itself. 
The fact that the question as os- 
tensibly presented is now acknowledged 
to be an impracticable one sets the entire 
mat er in a more striking light than ever. The 
acknowledgment strips from the no-more- 
men-and-no-more-money movement here its 
only disguise. If the platform is a cheat, as it 
is according to this acknowledgment, tbe 
party is also a cheat. The acknowledgement 
leaves the movement in the utter nakedness 
of secessionism. It is equivalent to a public 
confession of everything the Union men of 
the State have alleged in the case. Now that 
the flimsy disguisa is thus dropped, and the 
movement stands forth in its real character, 
who that has ever been a Union man will 
countenance the thing? Will any such man 
countenance the thing? It appears to us im- 
possible. 

S9* Much has been said and written about 
the acts and doings of the class of men styled 
guerillas, since the breaking out of the pres- 
ent rebellion. Many schemes have been de- 
vised to entrap them; many plans laid which 
proved ineffectual. Damage has in some in- 
stances been sustained by them, but for every 
one killed or taken as many as two at least vol- 
unteer to make up the loss. The impunity with 
which they have been able to act; their being 
regarded and treated as prisoners of war when 
taken, instead of being tried and punished as 
thieves and murderers, together with the desire 
of gain, are the inducements which have allured 
men, not properly morally balanced, into the 
guerilla service. Hines himself— his name it- 
self the synonym of a low knave — with his 
insignificant squad of wicked followers, boast- 
ed of the impunity with which such bands 
travelled through our lines, and said at the 
siime time that we dared not attempt the same 
thing within the Confederate lines. When he 
was raiding our State, he made particular 
inquiries about certain places, their fortifica- 
tions, forces, 4e., and stated that Mor- 
gan and Buckner would be along in 
about six weeks to take them. We 
do not believe that ho obtained any informa- 
tion, however, of benefit to himself or any of 
his fellow rebels, but the insolence of his 
questions and his boasts were mortifying. 
There will always be a great difficulty in 
catching up with these fellows, because their 
sympathizers know them, give them all ne- 
cessary information, and even ride miles to 
carry them news or pilot them through the 
country. Whether clad in Federal or Con- 
federate uniform they are known by their 
friends, and they frequently deceive the very 
best V: ion men by wearing our uniform,and, 
having been thus deceived, the country Union- 
ists are now very reluctant to tell upon which 
tide they stand, from the fact that they fear 
the consequences should the party turn out to 
be guerillas dressed in Federal uniform. It is 
therefore very difficult to get information at 
all concerning them or their movements. 
They are frequently fed by good Uniom men 
by the practice of such deception and by rep- 
resenting themselves as on a scout after gueril- 
las. The community is undeceived only when 
they commit some wanton act, and then are 
off for other parts. 

An intelligent military friend commanding 

one of nnr Kpnttw-lry regiments, whn has had 

opportunities for studying the natural history 
of the "gorilla," suggests to us that the only 
way to put a stop to their doings, and effectu- 
ally close the guerilla career in our State, is to 
establish a secret vigilant and effective patrol 
along our borders, which shall be required to 
report promptly to the nearest military post 
every suspicious movement. Let these pa- 
trols pass over their beats frequently by night 
and day and communicate to each other all 
that is going on. Intelligence may be thus 
conveyed rapidly, and we will be practising 
their own game upon the guerillas, and become 
as well posted as regards their numbers and 
movements as they now are in reference to 
ours. After having obtained reliable infor- 
mation, the military authorities, with a suffi- 
cient cavalry force, ever ready for such an 
emergency, oan at once either intercept them 
or be so close upon their track as to prevent 
their doing much injury to either public or 
private interests. If in the pursuit our horses 
give out, let us take fresh ones, the officer in 
command of the scouting party giving re- 
ceipts for tbe same, so that the owners may 
make reclamation after the chase. 

Unionists in the country can easily tell 
these guerillas, and the unsophisticated need 
not err in making up their opinion, if they 
will notice a few things which our military 
friend has had occasion to observe. They 
can be told from Federal soldiers by their not 
all being clothed in Federal uniform, for some 
few in every squad are dressed as citizens or 
wear the Confederate uniform. And again, 
very few of their horses have any marks upon 
them, while U S distinctly branded can be 
seen on the left shoulder of all our cavalry 
horns. The real guerillas are very restless, 
their heads turning in every direction as 
though on the lookout for danger; while our 
troops are quiet and seemingly apprehensive 
of no danger. Such are the distinctive differ- 
ences between guerillas and Federal scouts, but 
of course they are not infallible means of detec- 
tion. The surest mode for that is perhaps to 
establish such a patrol as has been indicated, 
to be employed by the government to obtain 
and bring in reliable information as regards 
every movement of these predatory bands. 
The amount saved by this means, even in a 
pecuniary point of view, to the government, 
would amply compensate the additional ex- 
pense; the line of supplies to the army of 
Roeecrans would not be so liable to interrup- 
tion as it now is; the peace and happiness of 
every community in which loyal men dwell 
would not be subject to weekly and even dai- 
ly disturbance; and the living guerilla would 
soon cease to tread the soil of loyal Kentucky 
with his now boasted impunity. 

Give the rebels all tbe success they desire 
and they will make peace on their own terms.

Yes, and withhold from the government 
m»n and money to sustain the war, and you 
thereby "give the rebels all the success they 
desire." Bind the government, and lay it 
prostrate at the feet of the rebels, and they 
will help themselves to "all the success they 
desire." Paralyze the government, and you 
surrender to the rebellion. And this is what 
you declare you are prepared to do sooner than 
give another man or another dollar under the 
existing policy. Here is your language: 

We say no I Not another dollar nor 
another man can they get with our consent. 
Kentucky owes it to her past declaration to 
take this position unequivocally. But this is 
surrendering to tbe rebellion they say. If it 
be so, then we shall have the consolation of 
knowing that the rebellion succeeded rather 
through our devotion to the great principles of 
constitutional freedo-n, than because of our 
departure from the established limits of the 
government and a violation of all the en- 
lightened dictates of humanity. 

If it were possible to carry this doctrine into 
effect, most unquestionably the rebels would 
very speedily "make peace on their own 
teircs." The doctrine, if executed, would 
"give the rebels all the success they desire." 
The doctrine is an invention of the enemy. It 
cot only constitutes the platform of the seces- 
sion party of Kentucky but is essentially a se- 
cession doctrine. There is not a spark or 
glimmer of patriotism about the thing.

The recent announcement that tie 
Cai inet is considering the subject of an am- 
nesty has been bailed with general satisfac- 
tion by the conservative presi. The announce- 
ment is accepted as at the very least an omen 
of good. "It appears," stys the Indianapolis 
Sentinel, "that Mr. Lincoln and his official 
advisers are thinking about terms of peace. 
When those high in authority begin to talk 
about peace, it is a premonition that the eni 
of war draweth nigh. A portion of the Cab- 
inet favor a restoration of the Union upon the 
old basis, while another will oppose any set- 
tlement of the sectional controversy upon any 
other condition than the abolition of slavery. 
The heresies of abolitionism and secessionism 
precipitated civil war upon the country, and 
they seem likely to continue the frightful 
waste of treasure and blood unless the iron 
tread of the people crush them beneath their 
feet. We are for the Union with slavery or 
without slavery, but we are opposed to mak- 
ing either the perpetuation or the abolition of 
slavery a condition for the restoration of the 
Union. We are willing that that question 
shall be left just as the framers of the gov- 
ernment left it, just as the Constitution leaves 
it, to the decision of the people of each of the 
States. We would not force either slavery or 
emancipation upon an unwilling people. 
There is no danger but slavery will cease 
when free labor becomes more profitable than 
slave labor. Such is our experience. And 
the slavery question would have made no 
trouble in the country if it had been kept out 
of party politics. The war would soon end 
if abolitionism did not give it vitality — if it 
did not unite the people of tbe rebel States in 
opposition to the Federal Government. Shall 
that fell spirit continue to control the Admin- 
istration and the character of the war? To- 
day the South could ba divided and the North 
united upon an issue of the restoration of the 
Union upon the old basis. We are told that 
the Commissioners are in Washington nego- 
tiating for the return of Louisiana to the 
Union if she can occupy the same position 
that she did before the act of secession. It is 
also stated that North Carolina would come 
back upon the same terms.

Great Inlet for Rebel Supplies. — An in- 
telligent German refugee who has lately 
escaped from Wilmington, N. C, to our lines 
at Newbern, communicates much valuable in- 
formation. He had been conscripted three 
times for the rebel army, but got off on ac- 
count of his foreign birth. He says that on 
the 21st of June, when he left W ilmington, 
thire were IT steamers — llockade-runners— 
lying at the wharves, 5 of which were owned 
by the rebel Government. All these steamers 
had brought in valuable cargoes. One brought 
in 100 pieces of brass field artillery, which he 
counted on the wharf himself, together with 
the field carriages, caisson?, harness, arc; 
another came in loaded entirely with powder; 
another brought, with other merchandise, 300 
cases of Enfield rifles. Several brought car- 
goes of bacon, which had found its way there 
from Cincinnati via New York, Liverpool, 
Nassau, and Bermuda. He was told a few 
days before he left that there was bacon enough 
in Wilmington to last an army of 100,000 men 
a year. The wharves and warehouses were 
lYill of shot, shell, provisions, and clothing, 
all of English manufacture and produce, or 
purchased by them for the rebels. Two gun- 
boats are at Wilmington, all ready for sea, 
excepting coal. The railroads in that vicinity 
are nearly worn out. The Cape Fear River is 
lined with formidable batteries for the defence 
of the town. 

H^"A despatch from Danville, Ky., to the 
Cincinnati Commercial reports all quiet in 
that region. There are no rebels at Somerset. 
A despatch from Colonel Moore, at Lebanon, 
says three hundred rebels were reported at 
Camp Belleville on Monday. The number is 
probably exaggerated. 

Persons from East Tennessee, one week ago, 
say that they h«ard of no considerable rebel 
force in that country. Pegram was at Jacks- 
boro. 

A traia of about — wagons were destroyed 
by a body of forty or fifty rebels at Crab 
Orchard on Friday evening. The Thirty- 
second Kentucky Infantry were ordered to 
accompany the .train, but came through by 
the Waynesbu-g road instead. The persons 
who destroyed the train were supposed to ba 
citizens. 

A man calling himself Captain Snivcly, of 
General Buckner's body-guard, was discover- 
ed secreted in a house in Lancaster, on Friday 
evening, and is now lodged in jail. 



Archbishop nugbes, in an address de- 
livered some time since in New York, spoke 
of the Republic of San Marino as having ex- 
isted for nearly three hundred years. It has 
existed over fifteen hundred years under the 
protection of the Popes of Rome. It was 
founded in 303, by the Monk Marinus, whose 
name it bears, and who is a canonized Saint 
in the Catho'ic Church. Clementini says he 
was a Deacon in the church of Rimini, and 
fled from the bloody persecution which Di»- 
cletian raised against the church of that city, 
with the miserable remnants of the slaughtered 
Christians, to the neighboring mountains; and 
thus was laid the foundation of the Republic 
of San Marino, the oldest government in Eu- 
rope. 

Deserters.— The late retreat of Gen. Bragg 
has caused many to renounce the Confederate 
service. So far, nearly two hundred of those 
who have arrived at Nashville as prisoners 
have signified their unwillingness to be ex- 
changed. Seventy-three were yesterday 
morning registered for this place, where they 
will be allowed to take the oath and be re- 
le*8id. Twelve deser'ers went on Tuesday 
last b« fore the Provost Marshal of Nashville, 
subscribed to the oath of allegiance, and were 
dist harged. They were all Tennesseeans, and 
two or three citizens of that place and tho 
vicinity. 

Wife Mdrder. — A man named William 
Williams murdered his wife, Mary Williams, 
in Chicago, on last Saturday morning. As is 
generally the case, Williams and his wife were 
both given to the too free use of whiskey, and 
both his mother and daughter testify that 
there were broils ind battles between tbem — 
that they have beard him say he would kill 
his wife, and that he once severely beat her 
with a large shovel, from the effects of which 
she died. Williams was committed to jail, on 
the Coroner's warrant, to await examination 
at the next term of the Recorder's court. 



n accident occurred on Monday morn- 
ing on the Washington branch of the Balti- 
more and Ohio Railroad, about four miles 
from Annapolis Junction. One of the trains 
stopped on the main track for water, but this 
fact did not become known to the engineer of 
the secoud train in time to prevent it frjm 
running into the former. The crash was ter- 
rible. The passengers were principally trosps. 
Thirty or forty, including sixteen officers, 
were wounded, some of them seriously, if not 
fatally. The sufferers were taken back to 
Washington. 

Ma?* The London Spectator notices as a 
carious fact that out of the eight essays sent 
in at Oxford for the Chancellor's prize for the' 
best Latin eEsay on the present American 
struggle— the subject proposed by Lord Derby 
— a'.l of them of more than average excel- 
lence — seven are on the Northern side. More- 
over, several of the writers had begun their 
labors as true South amors, but had been con- 
verted by the pure force of the considerations 
which a thorough study of the subject brought 
before tbem. 



One day last week the waters a Cayu- 
ga Lake, New York, were agitated by a sue 
cession of flow and ebb tides, which rose to 
the height of a foot, and as suddenly lowered. 
The boats in the canal leading from the lake 
were loosed from their moorings, and large 
rafts of logs broken up and scattered over the 
lake. A similar phenomenon took place six 
years ago. It is a mystery to scientific phi- 
lotophers. 

Guerillas on ths River.— The steamer 
John H. Dickey was fired into when at a 
point about one hundred miles below Helena 
last week. Twenty solid six-pound shots were 
fired at her, fourteen of which took effect in 
various parts of the boat. There was no one 
injured, although several persons ran very 
narrow escapes, and doubtless would prefer a 
mile to a miss. 



Discharged from tiii Armt — It is stated 
that the returns in the Medical Director's office 
show that since the war commenced 105,000 
soldiers have been discharged from the army 
on surgeon's certificates. This does not of 
course include any one whose time was out, 
but comprises those whose health and physical 
inability to be a soldier prevented them from 
being of service in the army. 



Of the one thousand eight hundred and 
fifty men comprising the "Iron Brigade," who 
went into the fight at Gettysburg, seven hun- 
dred and twenty-eight were killed or wounded 
and four hundred more were unaccounted for 
on the following day. The brigade is com- 
posed of the Second, Sixth, and Seventh Wis- 
consin, Nineteenth Indiana, and the Twenty- 
fourth Michigan. 



A large number of clergymen in the 
rebel States have joined in an appeal to Eng- 
land, invoking her aid to put an end to the 
war. They declare that the restoration of the 
Uaion is impossible. The London Herald, 
organ of the British aristocrats, attributes 
great importance to this paper.

MORGAN'S ATROCITIES AT LEBANON. 

Lebanon, July 11, 1863. 

The more we hear of the outrages com- 
mitted by that arch-fiend Morgan, and his 
thievish, murdering gang at Lebanon, the 
more we are convinced of the f.tct th-tt when 
men are seized with the madness of secession 
every fueling of justice, mercy, and chiri y 
is absorbed by a spirit fit only t> actmte 
devils in hell. War is bad enough at best, 
but when carried on as Morgan carrier it on, 
murder, arson, rapine, assassination, aud geu- 
eral desolation arc its consequences. He is 
not satisfied with carrying on an honorable 
warfare. Private citizens, because they dire 
to love the Government that protects and has 
ever protected them, because they choose to 
go against tbe rebellion at the ballot box. 
and because they have sent their sons and 
brothers into the army to battle for liberty, 
are hunted down by him, are (DOt down in 
cold blood, acd die as they become aware 
that their families are turned without a de- 
fender upon the cold charities of the world. 
Soldiers when sick are robbed and murdered 
by him. Private property is wantonly and 
wickedly destroyed, stores robbed, horses 
Btolen, and tbe torch applied to the public 
records of the counties which he visits. And 
yel, men among us claiming to be civilized 
have tbe impudent effrontery to talk aoout 
Motgan's carrying on an honorable war. 

Facts prove beyond a doubt that every 
house that was destroyed in Lebanon, wita 
cne or two exceptions, was deliberately fired, 
and that too by scoundrels who left Lebanon 
to join the Confederacy. Dr. Cleaver, a dirty 
and foul-mouthed, unprincipled dog. set fire 
to tbe county and circuit clerk's offics, de- 
stroying every vestige of a county and circuit 
record; and tbis was done through a potty 
mnlice — a hatred to the county and circuit 
clerks. The burning of the house of the R?v. 
Mr. Braddock was a fiendish outrage. Al- 
though Mr. Braddock is a warm Union man, 
he attends to his calling and is never seen on 
the street talking politics. Ho has a son in 
the Southern army. The same may be said 
of Drs. Spalding and Maxwell, Jud^e No- 
ble, and Mr. Beeler; they are among the best 
citizens of Marion county, all warm Union 
men. The destruction of the county jail was 
another outrage. They set fire to every Union 
man's house in Lebanon that could be burued 
without destroying the bouses of rebels. For- 
tunately, the arrival of some Federal cavalry 
drove out the scoundrels and saved several 
fine bouses. 

One man went with a torch to the house ol 
Mr. W. Milburn, but when be was about to 
appljtit Mr. M, came out with two pistols and 
threatened to blow his brains out it be did not 
leave. Of course the chivalry skedaddled. 
They set fire to the store of D. W. Phillips 
once or twice. Fortunately for the town the 
fire was cut out. The store is so centr.tlly 
situated, tnat, had it burned, the whole biui- 
ress portion of the town must have been de- 
stroyed. They burned the house of Mrs. 
A bell, all that she possessed, it seems acciden- 
tally, or, rather, they thought that they were 
burning the house of Mrs. Corley. Mrs. A. is 
said to have called Federal soldiers "Yankees." 
We mean by this that she is said to have had 
a slight sympathy with the rebellion. Mor- 

fnn, it is reported, apologized for burning her 
ouse. We hope that he did; aniyetapolo- 
ogies will not give her a bouse. They gutted 
the stores of all Union merchants. It is 
thought that the loss of D. W. Puillip3 will 
reach $8,000. 

When Morgan arrived at Springfi-ld, three 
of hie soldiers went to the house of one of ths 
most prominent men of Washington county 
at,d attempted to violate the person of the 
lady's mulatto servant, aged about fourteen 
years. The girl ru9bed to her mistress and 
tried to hide behind her. The scouudrels fol- 
lowed her up and l ulled her from her misires?, 
forcibly carried her into the yard, and, 'al- 
though the master and mistress begged for t;;e 
girl, carried out their brutal purpose. 

Gen. Morgan sent his Adjutaut General to 
Lebanon, demanding its surrender. Lieut. 
Hammer, of tbe 16lh Kentucky, commanded 
our advance. The bearer of the flag of truce 
attempted to come to the Lieutenant with his 
lull escort of fifty men. He was ordered to 
halt, advance by himself, or he would be fired 
on. This was done. The Lieuteuant sent a 
messenger to Col. Hanson with the demand 
for the surrender of tbe place. No sooner had 
the flag of truce been received than Morgan 
began to shell the town. Lieut. II un u -.- im- 
mediately arrested and disarmed the bearer of 
the flag of truce. Morgan sent another ft.tg 
apologizing for shelling the town, saying that 
it was done against his will. Col. ilinsou 
ordered the release of Alston. 

The prisoners were brutally treated. One 
of Morgan's brothers attempted to shoot Capt. 
Parish, of the 20th Kentucky, after he was 
d.. -armed. Another man cursed Hanson, aud 
put a pistol to his head, threatening to shoot 
him. Other officers were kicked and cuffed 
by Confederate officers, after they were dis- 
armed. Col. Giigsby raved like a mil man, 
and said to an officer, "Had you held out 
fireminuies longer we would have shown y. u 
no quarter." Two men were deliberately kill- 
ed tor falling down from sheer exhaustion, be- 
tween Lebanon and Springfield. The whole 
body of prisoners were pushed at a double- 
quick trom Lebanon to Springfield, a distance 
of eight miles. We hope that these things 
will be examined into, and a cure and just re.- 
ributioa immediately awarded. 

It is said that the rebel citizens fired on our 
troops from their houses. When the 20th 
Kentucky returned to Lebanon they were so 
enraged that they came near demolishing sev- 
eral licuses, among them the house of R. C. 
Harris, from which they said they were fi-st 
fired on. Harris has been boarding Federal 
officers at his hotel some time. As the-ie same 
officers and privates went through Lebanon 
at dcublc-quiek, under guard, the wife of this 
man ruthsd out and exclaimed, "Oh! aiut tact 
good!" For this offence she bad to feed 75 
paroled soldiers daring their slay in Lebanon. 
R. M. Spalding was compelled to feed a good- 
ly number, for some offence not known lo our 
infermant. We demand that this thing be 
looked into, and if citizens did fire on our sol- 
diers, hang them as we would slieep-k'iling 
dogs I Some of Morgan's men have wives in 
Kentucky. Send them to Dixie immediately. 
Favors must not be shown to rebels as hith- 
erto. Let Lebanon be watched — sifted ; it is a 
dsngerous den. LEBANON.

Ciscinsati, July 14 
Morgan's forces crossed the Little Miam; 
Railroad between Loveland and Camp Den- 
nison at noon to-day, capturing a train, win h 
was burned. They had a slight skirmish at 
Camp Denniron. Afcout fifty Government 
wagons were burned near Loveland. They 
left In a southeasterly direction, and are rf- 
ported as having passed Batavia. They are 
respecting private property, only taking fresh 
horses aDd necessary subsistence. Since crosi- 
icg the Ohio river, Morgan has cut seven 
railroads, none of which sustained serious 
damage. All trains are running as usual. 

New York, July 14, P. M. 
The Tribune and Times offices are b-trri- 
cated to-night with bundles of printing piper. 
A heavy force of police is about them, and ou 
the sidewalk of the printing house square, in 
front of the Times, is a small cannon which 
fires twelve balls at a discharge. 

The mob this evening got as f-tr down as 
i niton Ferry, visiting many vessels, and com- 
pelling the men aboard to join them, aad 
stealing what they wanted. 

Newark, N. J., July 14 
A mob attacked the Mercury office on Mon- 
day night, but were finally driven off by the 
police. This morning numerous rioters went 
to New xork. 



Kiw York, July 14, 3 P. M. 

The Post says bedies of rioters to-day visited 
the large manufacturing establishments, forc- 
ing laborers to join them, forbidding the load- 
ing of ships, 4c, 4c. Up to this hour several 
bouses have been sacked, including Mayor 
Opdyke's. Conflagrations are occurring mo- 
mentarily, and tbe mob, which seems to be 
divided into separate crowds, are bent on 
plunder, pillage, and robbery of persons. 

The merchants have held a meeting, and 
about two hundred have just marched up 
Broadway to enroll themselves as special 
police. 

^There has been several collisions with the 
military and police, in which the rioters have 
got worsted. 

De'achmenta of troops, with two pieces of 
ordnance, und<r Col. O'Brien, charged on the 
rioters at 9 o'clock, on this morning Three 
rounds of blank cartridges were fired from the 
cannon, and the mob hastily dispersed, threat- 
ening to come back soon with arms. A com- 
pany of infantry was stoned in Pittsburg 
street, when the Lieutenant ordered the com- 
pany to fire, which it did, killing several of 
the scoundrels, the rest tleeing. 

At four P. M. the brokers held a meeting, 
and organized themselves into companies for 
immediate service. Similar meetings are be- 
irg held in different parts of the city. All the 
stores down town are now closed. The 
armories, arsenals, and all public buildings 
hje fully garrisoned. Some 5,000 effective 
troops are expected in the city this evening. 
The mob is quite dense in City Hall Park, 
where Governor Seymour addressed it, stating 
that he bad sent his Adjutant-General to 
Washington to request the draft to be stopped, 
and implored the crowd to respect property 
and persons, and the State would see that all 
would be made satisfactory. 

At 4:30 P. M. all the omnibuses and street 
ears stopped running under threat of the mob. 
A body of infantry and artillery were station- 
ed the Hudson River Railroad Depot to protect 
it from a large mob cougregated there. 

The large pork-packing factory, on Wash- 
ington street, and a block of nine buildings, 
it eluding aplaning-raill on One-hundred-and- 
twenty-ninth street, was burned by the mob 
tbis morning. 

The mob this morning was in possession of a 
tenement block on Thirty-fourth street, but 
was driven out by the infantry, who shot and 
killed several. 

The mob set the school-house on fire on 
Seventeenth street, but it was extinguished. 
Tbe mob attacked a detachment ot Marines, 
near Delaney street, when the latter fired, 
killing three and wounding six. 

Nkw York, July 14, 4 P. M. 

Gov. Seymour has issued a proclamation 
stating that tbe riotous demonstration origins.- 
ted in opposition to the conscription. He says 
be knows many would not have gone to such 
extremes unless apprehensive of injustice, but 
reminds tbem that the only opposition which 
can be allowed is an appeal to tbe courts, and 
tbe right to appeal will be maintained, and the 
decisions of the courts must be respected. 
Riotous proceedings must and shall be put 
down. Tbe laws of the Slate must be en- 
fotctd, peace and order maintained, lives aud 
property protected. He then calls on the 
rioters to retire, declaring he will use all 
necessary means to reskre order. 

Hundreds of wild reports and rumors are 
flying about tbe city, many of which are ex- 
aggeia ious; the facts alone are bad enough. 

In Yotkville and Harlem the rioters are de- 
molishing houses, 4c. The arms have been 
rr-moved from threatened places to safe locali- 
ties. Man-bal Nugent has been notified from 
Washington to Euspend the draft. All bale- 
graphic communication East and West has 
b?en suspended, the mob having torn down 
the wires in all places as far as Williams' Bridge, 
driving tbe telegraphers off, and threatening 
their live?. The operators on the eastern lines 
were located, all last night and up to uine 
o clock this morning, iu a car, two miles from 
Harlem, cn the trick. The mob discovered 
tbem and drove them off. The Mayor h is 
prohibited tbo sale of fnearms, and all such 
stores are closed. 

The day so far has been a horrible one. 
There was a fearful riot in the Second Avenue 
this evening, in which the military charged 
and fired several times on the mob, killing 
100, and wounding many more. Col. O'Brien 
was captured by the fiends and beaten to a 
jelly, and then hung to a lamp post. 

Al the corner ot Thirty-fourth and Second 
Avenue, a bnUdlsV. in which some 20 armed 
rioters were, was surrounded by tbe police, 
there being only one 1 door for their exit, and 
every rioter as he appeared at this door was 
beaten to tbe ground by the police. The mob 
whs a'so defeated by the police, aided by the 
regulars, in the Fifth Avenue, between Eighth 
and Forty-eighth streets. 

A heavy riot is also going on in the Tenth 
Avenue. 

A full force of Government employees is at 
tbe Ni w York Post-Office to-night with arms 
and two cann«n. 

The ferocious crowd was this afternoon in- 
cited by scoundrels stating that Massachu- 
setts soldiers bad fired upon tbe people, at 
which loud yells of vengeance were uttered 
aprinst her. Nothing further, however, was 
attempted. 

At the New England Rooms to-night a 
squad of convalescents organized and pro- 
ceeded fully armed to the residence of Colonel 
Howe, in Lexing'on, to protect it, if neccs- 
sarv, from the mob. 

Tbe 7th. 8th, and 81st regiments, now at 
tbe seat of war, have, it is understood, .been 
sent for, and tbe 7th is expected to-night. 

Washington, July 14. 

Advices from Vicksburg to the evening of 
the 8th state that 27,000 rebel soldiers had 
been paroled up to that time. 

Hx thousand stand of arms had been found, 
mainly in good condition, and more were con- 
tinually being discovered. They were eon 
cealed in caves, as well as in all sorts of build- 
ings. The siege and sea-coast guns found 
exceed sixty, and the whole of the captured 
artillery is over two hundred pieces. The 
stores of rebel ammunition also proves to be 
surprisingly heavy. TheBtock of army cloth- 
ing is offi' ially invoiced at $5,000,000, Con- 
federate prices Sixty thon;and pounds of 
bacon was found in one place.

My cavalry now occupies Falling Waters, 
having overtaken and captured a brigade of 
infantry, fifteen hundred strong, two guns 
two caissons, two battle-flags, and a largo 
number of small arms. The enemy is all 
across the Potomac.

Fortress Monroe, July 14. 

Fort Powhattan, on James River, was taken 
possession of by our fleet, and all the men and 
guns bad been removed. 

The gunboat Union, just arrived from 
Charleston, bound to New York, reports all of 
Morris Island captured except Fort Wagner. 
The enemy's loss in killed, wounded, and 
prisoners is betweea 700 and 800. Tbe atta -k 
commenced last Friaay morning. The Union 
left on Monday evening, at which time the 
siege of Fort Wagcer was progressing with 
every prospect of a speedy capture. Five 
monitors were engaged. 

Headqcabters Abmy of tiii Potomac, ) 
July 14. J 

Lee's army was withdrawn from its posi- 
tion around Williamsport yesterday, and last 
night recrossed the Potomac by a pontoon 
t ridge at Falling Waters and a flatboat at 
Williamsport Ferry. 

A portion of Gen. Pleasanton's cavalry en- 
tered Williamsport this morning and caprured 
many prisoners. Lee had previously sfnt 
over all his plunder, trains, 4c A general 
movement was ordered this morning, and our 
columns were in motion at an early hour, but 
found the intrenchments vacated.

Tni Pirats* ivd British Cogstgites— A 
Peotist f rom Ebglabd.— The Londou Morn- 
ing Star, alluding to the destruction of Brit- 
ish c»rgoes by the Alabama, says: 

If British cargoes are wrongfully dnetroyed 
on ibe high ieag we must hare an accounting 
with tome one — either with the Incendiary 
who applied the torch, or his employers who 
commissioned him so to act. We presume it 
is unnecessary to prove that the burning of a 
British cargo, even when carried in an Amer- 
ican bottom, is as unlawful as the burning of 
a British ship with British freight. While 
those nations which hare not yet acceded to 
the propositions of the treaty of Paris may 
question ths right of the nentral Hag to cover 
enemies' goods, it is undoubtedly the law of 
HRtions that nentral goods found on board an 
enemy's ebip must be restored or paid for. 
In the ordinary oase these captures would 
bare be»n taken to the nearest prise court of 
tbs belligerrut, and that which was enemies' 
property would hare bean condemned as good 
prise, while that which was the property of 
neutrals would hare been restored. 

Semmes wages war without the usual re- 
sponsibilities of belligerents. Baring no prise 
court open to him, he assumes a part hitherto 
unheard of in maritime warfare, acting in the 
obj-osiug capacities both of captor and judge, 
le whom, then, can the Britisn subjects who 
have bten wronged apply for redress? They 
cannot go to a CoDfedsrate prise court, for no 
suc h court exists. They cannot go to Semmes, 
the wrong dorr, for he is a mere rarer of the 
seas, never within the territory of any civil- 
ir.ed State for math more than forty-eight 
hours together. Clearly the redress can only 
be obtainid at the hands of the British Gov- 
ernment, and Parliament must see to it that a 
remedy bet forthwith found. Ths safety of 
cnr commerce, equally with ths honor of ths 
country, demands an mmediate investigation. 

The Alabama is either a pirate or a Confed- 
eral ship-of-war. If the former, she may be 
hunted down by any nation whose subjects or 
commerce ths molests — nay, all nations are 
free to avenge the wroags of any one of the 
family, as the pirate is the common enemy of 
mankind. In this view the British gorern- 
mint is peculiarly bouud to put a speedy stop 
to her career, as she was built in England, 
manned in England, armed with Kugliah 
gunp, and supplied with English stores. That 
such a ship should burn a British cargo is an 
offence which brings her crew under the pen- 
alty of death. But Caploin Sei::me<i might 
flaunt in the face of his captors a commission 
fiom Jeff Daris to burn, sink, and destroy, 
and claim the rights of a belligerent in place 
of the deserts of a corsair. He might refer us 
to his gorernment — to the slareholding junta 
who rule for a moment orer a portion of the 
United States. 

Notwithstanding any such plea, ws might 
with perfect right and propriety first seise the 
offending vessel before making any communi- 
cation to the belligerent government. A bel- 
ligerent which engages in a maritime war 
without baring a port open to which it can 
take prises for adjudication is not entitled to 
much consideration at the hands of a neutral 
whose rights hare been invaded. As there is 
no legal remedy for the wrong, a remedy 
must be found in the same summary way as 
the belligerent dispenses with a prise court. 
A very serious question arises whether any 
niari ime LeUigerent can possibly be recog- 
nised at all which cannot grant to neutrals 
the ueual cectmlv for legal investigation and 
protection of their rights. 

• *. * It is more than probable the law 
would regard the builders or original owners 
as the real owners, and the parties truly re- 
sponsible to their fellow subjects for wrongs 
done. These parties could not found, as an 
answer to a claim of damage, upon an illegal 
sale to tb* confederates. Ths vessel merer 
baring betu in a confederate port, they would 
bare pome , ifficulty in disproving an allega- 
tion that her nationality is British, and her 
original owners hsr raal owners. A claim of 
this nature wou'd not be affected by the limita- 
tion {of astion under the Foreign Enlistment 
act to twelve months. In riew of such possi- 
bilities we f»«l satisfied that Mr. Laird will ba- 
rm to perceive the danger of playing with 
edge tools, and that the building of one such 
vessel will be found to bring in its traia suf- 
ficieat aniiety, without any attempt to carry 
out that bca.i to be ths builder of a dosen 
Alabamas, which secured for him a hearty 
cheer fiom those who regard themselves in an 
especial manner as the conservators of law 
and order.'' 

TUB CIM'RCH OF BNGLAND. 
This venerable institution, after having 
held supremacy in Ingland for two hundred 
years, appears destined to undergo some se- 
veie. trials both from within and from with- 
out. Those who have paid attention to the 
in bjeet will have noticed that for many years 
pnst there have been symptoms of internal 
convulsion, which have manifested them- 
selves from time to time in various forms. 
Within the memory of the present generation 
there have bran schisms, all of a more or less 
dangerous tendency — dangerous, we mean, to 
the religious supremacy claimed by the Hitab- 
Jished Church. The Oxford Tracts for tht 
Timet, edited by men like Pusey and New- 
man, bud the effect of awakening among the 
younger clergy the spirit of the Roman Catho- 
lic Church. I hey claimed, in fact, the right 
to govern the consciences of mei and to ele- 
vate the priesthood to the same position of au- 
thority as that held by the priesthood of Rome. 
This was stigmatised as nothing else than 
"Popery in disguise;" and many honest men, 
perceiving that the Puseyitee stopped short 
merely t.t openly avnwinij their belief 
in the Chnrch's infallibility, carried out 
their convictions m eztento »uj went over to 
Rome. In opposition to the Puseyites, there 
sprang up a party whii h was called Evangel- 
ical, holding to the spirit of the Reformation, 
but seeking to infuse into the services of the 
Church 6ome of the fervent p.ety of the Dis- 
senters, especially of the Methodists, who 
were continually taunting the Bpiscopal cler- 
gy wilb "losing more souls than they saved." 
While the one party revived the observance of 
saints' days, the intoaing of the service, and 
rigid attention to the letter of the rubric, the 
other introduced prayer meetings and daily 
services, and thuaaBpecies of civil war sprang 
up wilbiu the boeom of the Church. Mean- 
while rat cathrdra the religious mind of Eog- 
land woe greatly agitated by subtle metaphys- 
ical discussions on such subjects as regenera- 
tion, justification by faith, our future state, 
Ac, Ac, which were carried on by some of 
the acutest thinkers both within and without 
the Ohurch; aid the Bishops in many 
instances found themselves compelled to re- 
sort to the terrors and the proscriptions 
of the ecclesiastical tribunals in order to keep 
their refractory clergy within the pale of or- 
thodoxy. In some cases they succeeded; in 
others they drove the offenders over to the 
Dissenters or to Rome. The public are famil- 
iar with those famous tracts called Ettayt and 
Jievirws, written two yearsago, which excited 
so much discussion, and brought their authors 
within the clutches of the ecclesiastical law. 
Hven now the suits against Dr. Wilson and 
Professor Jrwett are pending. All the world, 
too, has heard of Bishop Colenso, and his 
attacks on the authenticity of the Books of 
Hoses' and of Joshua. We miirht easily fill a 
column with notices of the various forms in 
which the unsatisfied clerical mind has sought 
to evade the formularies of the Church, and 
yet retain membership; but we have neither 
space nor disposition for such details. Onr 
present object is to call attention to the recent 
Parliamentary discission oa the present pe- 
culiar position of the Church of England with 
regard to the mental and spiritual require- 
ments of her clergy. 

It has long been evident that subscription 
to the Thirty-nine Articles has been a stum- 
bling block to many very highly gifted, con- 
scientious persons, who, though agreeing in 
the main with the tenets of the Obureh, think 
that latitude of belief might be allowed with 
regard to certain doctrines which have exer- 
cised the mind of man for the last eigh-een 
hundred yi»rs. For instance, it is open to 
question whether baptism should be adminis- 
tered to adults only, and not to children, or to 
both, and whether this should be by immer- 
sion or br sprinklingof water; whether regen- 
eration is wholly of grace, or is brought about 
by the free repentance of the individual- 
whether the wicked are to be finally destroyed; 
whether the Church possesses inspiration! de- 
rived in direct descent from the Apostles by lay- 
ing on of hands, Ac. That modern arsumen- 
tation, aided by the flood of light which bibli- 
cal criticism has of late years poured upon the 
meaning of Scripture, has greatly unsettled 
men s minds on these and many oth*r points 
is now a matter of notoriety. Perhaps the 
most striking fact in connection with this if the 
decrease (annually augmenting) of the num- 
fti" h" r<1 » nd Ojtmbridg, men who eX 
,a.M "St V°« I5««pcre».e of a class of men 
called Literates" (i. e., persons educated at 
Summaries of a lower gUT, llmn UkVtSSStZ 
mous ur.verm.es), as candidates to fill the 
subordinate offices of the ch.rch. The bench 
of Bishops have, in convocation, recently di- 
cussed tins matter, and one may even trace a 
tone of alarm respecting it in their speeches 
and m th* ir addresses to the clergy of their re- 
spective dmceses. But it has been still more 
pointedly brmigbt to our notice by recent dis 
cuasions in Parliament. For the lost three 
years Lord Eburv has been agitating for a re- 
form of the Hook of Common Prayer, his ob- 
ject being portly to shorten the service, and 
partly to remove from the text and the rubric 
borne expressions and directions which are 
causes of dispute. He would modify exores 
Bione so as to permitdi'ssenters to join, without 
offence tothtW consciences, in the

ton did not specify wherein he desired the 
subscription to be relaxed j his object sn»m3 
to have been mainly to elicit from tue govern- 
ment some declaration of its view? ou the sule- 
ject; but in this he failed, for Sir George Grey 
moved the previous question, and so disposed 
of Mr. Buxton's resolution, but not bsfore a 
smart debate had taken place. The fact of the 
great diminution of the number of graduate* 
at Oxford and Cambridge who came up for or- 
dination was admitted, but no one seemed able 
to suggest a remedy. Mr. D israeli appears to 
hove come nearer to it than any one, by pro- 
posing a Royal Commission to revise the act 
of uniformity, which he styled "the great title 
deed of the Church," whereby Arians, Socinianf 
and non-conformists generally, had been expel- 
led and were still kept out of the establishment. 
But among bigh Churchmen there is an un- 
willingness to derive the Church's title to su- 
premacy from an act of Parliament, and they 
would rather resort to a more rigid system of 
tests for excluding every shade of heresy, 
however slight. The tendency of the age 
is undoubtedly toward a more liberal con- 
struction of the act. The growing influence 
and numbers of the Dissenters (including un- 
der that term all religionists, except the Ro- 
man Catholics and the Jews, who attend their 
own plsces of worship) are too patent to be 
overlooked. In Wesley's time the Established 
Church attempted to put down dissent by 
sneers and ridicules; but it proved too power- 
ful for such adversaries. In hia time tne pul- 
pits of the dissenters were occupied mainly by 
illiterate men; but that is not the care now. 
In the ranks of the Independents and Presby- 
terians will be found men a* Itemed as the 
bishops themselves; while some of the most 
accomplished meg in the bosom of the 
churoh herself are becoming the foes of her 
own household. Still, there can be no 
church without a creed, formularies and arti- 
cles of some kind, and these certainly ought 
to be subscribed by its ministers. In 
the course of the debate Mr. Seymou* suggest- 
ed that a general declaration of adheeisn to 
the tenets of the church should be all that 
ought to be required of the clergy; and he ob- 
served that the Bpiscopal Church in America 
was held together by just such a test; yet that 
it bad had far greater differences to deal with 
than ever the church had had in England; 
whence it was clear that rigid testa were not 
necessary to its maintenance. We are of Mr. 
Seymonr's opinion. In this world of change 
the doctrine of nulla vettigia retrorium is only 
another formula tor sticking in the mud. If 
the Church of England would hold her ground, 
kfce must give up her Tudor proclivities, and 
place herself in harmony with the spirit of the 
age. — Philadelphia North American.
